Future 
allusions were confined to insinua- 
tions of other reasons for Mr, Hy- 
man’s retirement. No such prohibi- 
tion was set on the topic of the in- 
surance report. The evidence taken 
before that commission was public 
property, and there was a strong feel- 
ing current that it impaired aot only 
a public character, but the parlia- 
mentary freedom of several Conser- 
vative members, Conservatives were 
sensitive and irritable at every al- 
lusion, however vague, to the revela- 
tions there made; while Liberals were 
anxious to press their advantage, and 
in thir impatience frequently over.

In this, one of the most important 
years in the development of the city, 
‘it is to be regretted that a competent 
‘business man does not occupy the 
position of Mayor.

These inen have all been seen by 
the Bulletin representative, but are 
chary of giving the full details until 
the permanent officials are nam 
and the work of the company mapped 
out. They feel there is a great 
future ahead for the northern and 
western portions of Alberta and Bri- 
tish Columbia, and are determined to 
investigate the natural resources to 
the greatest extent. Their prospec- 
tors will be chosen from men of the 
widest possible practical experience, 
and men who are intimately acquaint- 
ed ‘with the country they are to in- 
veqligate.

IMMIGRATION OFFICES BUSY. 

These are busy days for the officiala 
down at the Immigration office. In 
no other year has the rush of immi- 
grants been s0 great, and the six 
land guides are out tro day with 
parties to all districts of the country. 
The fact that there is free land to be 
had in Alberta appears to be the 
great magnet of attraction, and every 
train brings its quota of homeseekers 
from the Western States, Eastern 

- Canada and the Old Country, besides 
a fair proportion from other coun- 
tries, The greater number are per- 
sons looking for homestead lands. and 
the most of them naturally wish to 
et as near as possible to the survey 
ines of the railways running to the 
northwest and west of Edmonton, the 
favorite districts being those of the 
White Whale Lake, Paddle River, 
Pembina River and leading towards 
the Yellowhead Pass. 

The Dominion Government is push- 
ing the surveys throughout the coun- 
try as rapidly as possible, and new 
districts are fast being opened up. 

During the month of April 605 per- 
sons were provided for at the new 
hall on First street and 130 at the old 
hall. At both places a grand total 
of 2,725 days was provided, or, in 
other words, each person was under 
the care of the officials an average of 
3 days 17 hours. Some were delay- 
ed the limit of time awaiting their 
effects before finding a shelter of their 
own or getting to their destination. 
The proportion of people wishing to 
purchase lands is not as large as 
usual, probably because there are so 
many other channels through which 
they may obtain property.

INTERNATIONAL 
EXHIBITION OPENS 


in Dublin. Designed to Put 
More Heart In Erin’s 
Population. - 


Associated Press Despatch. 


Dublin, May 3.—The Irish Interna-| the 


tional Exhibition which opens here 
to-morrow, is an event of far reach- 
ing interest to Ireland, as it is design- 
ed to revive the drooping interests of 
the country and at the same time pre- 
sent a picture of Irish development 
and progress. Men of all classes, 
creeds and politics, headed by the 
Marquis of Ormond have worked in- 
defatigably. A guarantee fund of 
nearly $1,000,000 has been raised and 
an exposition eclipsing any previous- 
ly attempted in Ireland is now about 
to open. 
Expect Big Crowds. 

Elsewhere afrangements are bein 
made by the English railway an 
steamship companies to transport 
great numbers of visitors to the capi- 
tal, and their officials say they are 
prepared to carry between 40,000 and 
60,000 passengers daily during July 
and August. The opposition manifest- 
ed by the nationalists has somewhat 
abated and the show promises to be 
a successful one. 

Of No Foreign Interest. 

Compatatively few foreign nations 
have become interested in the enter- 
priae, foremost among those partici- 
ating being France, Italy and Japan 

ut the principal colonies have sent 
fine exhibits. The site is convenient 
to the fine grounds of the Royal Dub- 
lin Society at Ballsbridge and the 
fifty acres it embraces contains the 
buildings of great beauty and extent. 
The most imposing of these is the 
large central hall with its vast dome 
a hundred and fifty feet in height 
which has a diameter little less than 
that of St. Paul’s. It is the first ob- 
ject in the group to catch the eye of 
the visitor arriving from Holyhead. 
It commands a view of Dublin and 
Kingston harbor and on a clear day 
may be easily discerned while | the 
steamer is quite a distance from 
Kingston. The beautiful grounds 
have been completely transformed 
and today they are for the greater 
part covered by substantial looking 
structures some of which have an area 
of six hundred thousand square feet.

CANADA OWNS 
HALF THE BUFFALO 


That are Still Extant. What 30 
Years has Done to Deplete 
the Buffalo. 


Winnipeg, May 5—By the Domin- 
ion Government’s purchase of the 
herd of 300 buffalo from the Flat- 
head Indian reservation, Montana, 
Canada becomes the possessor of the 
largest herd of purebred blood bison 
in the world. Superinténdent Douglas 
of Banff Park, will superintend the 
loading of the animals and look af- 


ter their disembarkation at Lamont, 
Alta., where they will remain for a 


me. y 

In obtaining this valuablesherd of 
the noble animal which is fast be- 
coming extinct, the government has 
acted with commendable foresight. 
Within thirty years the American-di- 
son has decreased from numberless 
herds of thousands to about fifteen 
hundred scattered over North Ameri- 
ca and Europe. Of this number 1,053

Canada's Buflale Range. 
In Canada the principal herd is lo- 


cated in a large le formed by 
.-{ the Great Blave and Peace and 
Hay rivers, northwest of Lake Atha- 


basca and south of Great Slave Lake. 
These are called wood bison, but are 
in fact the old plains bison with a 
thicker, darker robe and a_ fuller 
stern. The extreme cold ofthis re- 
gion naturally selected by the buffalo 
explains the warmer pelt.
